The  current  $15  per  year  park- 
ing fee  may  be  reduced  according 
to  Don  McCracken,  ASBYU  Sum- 
mer School  President. 

A PROPOSAL  has  been  made 
to  the  Traffic  Committee  that  the 
fee  be  changed  to  $10  per  year. 

Currently  students  pay  $5  for 
each  regular  semester  and  both 
terms  of  summer  school.  The  pro- 
posal is  that  the  fee  become  $3.50 
for  each  regular  semester  and  3 
for  the  summer. 

AUTHORTIES  SAY  that  the  re- 
duced parking  fee,  if  it  is  set  by 
the  Traffic  Committee  may  result 
in  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
stiident  parking  permits  purchased. 
This  in  turn  would  lessen  another 
problem  encountered  by  Security. 

Some  students  do  not  purchase 
a parking  permit.  Instead  they 
register  their  car  and  then  park 
it,  anyway.  The  number  of  tickets 
that  they  receive  usually  totals 
less  than  the  cost  of  a parking 
permit.  Another  proposal,  to  in- 
crease the  fine  for  illegal  park- 
ing. would  nearly  eliminate  this 
problem,  said  Capt.  Swen  C.  Niel- 
son.

Present  Campus  Parking  Shown  To  Be  Adequate 


In  the  fall  of  1965  there  were  just  over  6000  parking  permits 
issued  to  students  according  to  Capt.  Swend  Nielson  of  BYU  Security. 

In  Januar>’,  1966,  according  to  information  released  by  the  Phy- 
sical Plant,  there  were  10,168  parking  spaces.  Not  all  of  these  were 
designated  for  students,  however.  The  major  student  parking  lots 
are  (1)  west  of  the  Jesse  Knight  Building,  (2)  east  of  the  Wilkinson 
Center,  (3)  north  of  the  Harris  Fine  Arts  Center,  (4)  northwest  of 


the  Smith  Fieldhouse,  and  (5)  west  of  the  BYU  Stadium. 

There  are  other  smaller  lots  and  also  lots  located  in  the  vicirf 
of  each  student  housing  area,  but  these  are  not  popularly  usedb 
students  in  class  on  campus.  Capt.  Nielson  says  that  a serious  probll 
can  occur  when  students  living  in  on-campus  housing  drive  thd 
cars  to  the  major  parking  lots.  These  cars  take  parking  spaced 
are  needed  for  students  driving  from  off  campus.

weight.  Knees  slightly  bent— the  right  knee,  the  left  knee, 
or  both.  The  ball  is  held  about  waist  high,  and  in  line  with 
the  right  shoulder,  enabling  the  bowler  to  have  a straight 
swing.  •'
